DETAILS and SPECIFICATIONS 

This Brochure has been prepared for the exclusive use of Architects, Builders, Contractors 
and Decorators as a guide to planning today's Modern Custom Kitchen. Units are listed in 
standard sizes only to show layout and styling and are classified as follows: BASE CABINETS, 
WALL CABINETS, SPECIAL PURPOSE CABINETS and END TREATMENTS. A variety of ACCES- 
SORIES and miscellaneous items are also available. All units can be made to custom dimensions 
and with built-in CUSTOM MODIFICATIONS at time of fabrication, some of which are shown. 
The design and construction of WHITEHALL Cabinets make possible an unlimited number 
of Modern Custom Kitchens that are built to last, in strict compliance with the best Cabinet 
Making practices, available in ten semi-gloss furniture finishes-seven in Maple and three in 
Oak. Provincial, and V-grooved available design on Maple only. 
FRONT FRAMES: 1%" or 3" x 3/4" thick solid hardwood dimension sanded 4 sides, 
with all joints mortised and tenoned, glued and pinned. The backs of the stiles are grooved 
to receive the tongue of cabinet sides. 

SIDES: 1/2" thick 5 ply hardwood plywood. Sides are grooved to receive backs, bottoms, 
fixed shelves and tops in Wall Cabinets and cabinets 57", 63" and 84" high. The front edge 
is tongued to fit in groove on back of front frame. Sides are glued and blind screwed to 
front frame to insure a permanent bond. 

TOPS: For Wall Cabinets and cabinets 57", 63" and 84" high: 1/2" thick 5 ply hardwood 
plywood, let into cabinet sides. For Base Cabinets; Vk m x 3/4" braces, set flat 1/4" below 
top edge of cabinet sides and screwed to front, sides and bolting strip. This construction in- 
sures squareness and rigidity and will maintain the factory alignment of doors and drawers. 

BOTTOMS: 1/2" thick 5 ply hardwood plywood. Bottoms are let into cabinet sides and 
glued to front frames. Glue blocks are used for further reinf. 
BACKS: 1/4" thick 3 ply hardwood plywood let into cabinet sides, glued and pinned. 
Backs of %all Cabinets and cabinets 57", 63" and 84" high are reinforced with bolting strips 
to insure a secure and rigid installation. 

SHELVES: 5/8" thick hardwood with rounded front edge for adjustable shelves in Wall 
Cabinets and "LC" and "LCD" Series. 1/2" thick 5 ply hardwood plywood for fixed shelves. 
Note: No shelving furnished in any cabinet where opening height is Wk m or less except the 
cabinets of "R" Series. 

DOORS: 3/4" thick solid lumber core plywood banded on all edges. With inside and 
outside faces of Maple veneers. Since each door is made to the individual size required this 
construction insures a warp free door, and prevents the end grain from showing through 
the finish. Oak doors are 3/4 solid lumber core plywood. All doors are lipped four sides and 
when two doors meet the door to the left is formed so as to provide a dust strip. 
DRAWERS: Fronts: Same material as door stock. The backs of the drawer fronts are 
grooved and prepared for two single vertical dovetails to receive the drawer bottoms and 
sides respectively. Sides: 1/2" thick solid dimension hardwood, grooved to receive backs and 
bottoms. Backs: 1/2" thick solid dimension hardwood, grooved to receive bottoms. Bottoms: 
1/4" thick 3 ply hardwood plywood let into fronts, sides and backs and further reinforced 
with glue blocks. 

DRAWER SLIDES: 16 gauge Cadmium plated four piece steel slides. 4 Nylon Ball 
Bearing rollers per drawer insure quiet and effortless operation. Slides have positive stop, 
eliminating possible accident. 

BREAD BOXES: 20 gauge metal drawers with attached sliding covers. Bread Boxes 
operate on drawer slides and are faced with standard wood drawer fronts. 
FINISHES: Natural: Surfaces are thoroughly sanded and prepared before and between 
stain, sealer and specially formulated hard conversion type final varnish coat. Whitehall will 
not match customer sample in natural finish. 

Matching: Similar woods have different color tones; all species vary and color examination 
(Matching) rarely, ever discloses identical shades. Due to the fact that trees do not grow 
identical to each other, all stained woods will be different in color and graining. Whitehall 
can only state that they exercise a degree of matching exposed veneers which holds the 
shading and hues within tolerances established by the Company. 
HARDWARE: Hinges and pulls in Diamond or Regal patterns are exclusive with 
Whitehall. Semi-concealed hinges in 6 finishes with bar and circular pulls to match. 
The standard "H" hinge for face mounting with matching Colonial pulls is also 
available in 3 finishes. Provincial designed knobs are also available. 

SINK AND COUNTER TOPS: We recommend and stock over 100 patterns of 
PARKWOOD in the lustre finish. Other laminates are also available. All laminates are bonded to 
3/4" thick plywood, with Urac adhesive in vacuum presses and cured while under pres- 
sure at a temperature of 200*F. All tops are built-up to receive IW stainless steel binding 
on decks. Backs are bound with 1" stainless steel. Self edged and post-formed tops 
are also available. Hudee rims are used for all sink installations. Maple blocks and 
St. steel inserts are available.
